isfactioii in stating that all the 
Officer* in their rcseclive depart 
inenls have discharged their duties 

conscientiously ami efficiently. The 

annual public e\aminal ion of I he 

schools was held on the 25th ol June, 

under the presidency of Sir William 
M. Cammond, and the pupils 

acquitted themselves wrj well. 

The Govemmenl Inspector did

more efficient is being provided 

Besides mental 
ami moral training, we are doing a 

I ileal lor the physical Well- 
being of our pupils by means of our 

iiiasuim, which is in every way 
a line one By t he recent appoint- 
ment of a female supervisor, pro- 
vision has been made not only for 

the careful supervision of the girls 

out of school hours, but also for 

their systematic efficient Instruction 

in plain sewing and knit, tint;, with 
Very gratifying results; and it is 

hoped i hat are long satisfactory 
arrangements will have been com 
pleted for providing industrial train- 
ing for the boys, both deaf and 
dumb and blind. 

During the summer and autumn 
deputations visited IDS of the 149 

auxiliaries in existence, and they 
received the same kind and cordial 
reception which has been accorded 
for si) many years. The interest in 
the Society continues to be well 
maintained, and on t he w hole t he 
returns are about an average. The 
emors tender their sincere 

thanks to the honorary officers of 

all the auxiliaries, and !o the 

clergymen, who accompanied

the great plearure which he ex 

perieliced in being able to be at 

present at that meeting, and to ex» 
press his great appreciation of the 

noble work which was being carried 

on by I hat institution in the City of 
Belfast. HethoUght it was impos- 
sible for anyone t0 consider the Con- 
dition to those for whose benelil the 

institution was managed without 

feeling for them the deepest s\ m 
pathy. When they look into con- 
sideration I he vasl number of boys 
and girls who were born into the 
world deaf and dumb and blind, 
anil who for such an institution, 
would be doomed to a dark and 
cheerless life, unable to hold any 

Intercourse with t heir fellow erea 

lures, I hey realised w hat an enor 

inous amount of good it was doing 
in enabling its pupils to have such 

intercourse, and lo have access to 

the writings of th, it men 

whose thoughts had illumined the 

world. (Applause.) 

The pupils ils.i had tl.eir minds 

opened to Hie plcasilles of hope, 
and awakened lo I hose moral 
ponsibililies which are amongst the 

highest attributes of civilised beta 

(Heat, hear.) He thought that any 
Institution which enable its pupils 

lo receive such benfits uenflts 

which were calculated to make 
them real men and women desoiv 

ed i heir h encouragement. 

(Hear, hear.) lie was almost 
ashamed to say thai he was a mem 

iter of the Board of Management of 

that institution, anil his reason for 
10 was, thai his man] other 
uls precluded him from 

ilmost any pract leal help to 
the committee; but the position 
sometimes Imposed upon him the 

necessity for taking some obsorva 
Hon of the Internal requirements of 

the instil lit ion . 

For example, a few w e< I 

was appointed, along with Mr. 
Robert Reade, i" make an inspec- 
tion of (he house, and having dis

Hie man- 
ner in. which the institution was 
maintained was in evety respect 
most satisfactory. (Hear, hoar.) 

When he saw how healthful ana 

cheerful (he surroundings of the 

children wore he oame to the con- 
clusion that the place was being 
admirably managed. If they had 
found anything to critiei.se they 

most undoubtedly would have done 
so; but they felt that Hun were not 

justified in making an, complaint 
whatever in regard to what had 

come uuder their observation on 
that occasion. They also hoard 

the answering of the pupils, and 

he must say it interested him very 
much to see the knowledge which 
thej evinced in current literature, 

and the intimate connection which 
they exhibited with the thoughts of 
those surrounding them, ''though 
shut out from ony practical means 
of ordinary communication. 
(Hear, hoar.) 

lie had also the opportunity of 

making the acquaintance of the new 

principal, Mr. Tillinghast . and he 
might say that the interview which 

he had had with that gentleman 

painfully reminded him of the many 

Interesting conversations whioh ho 

used to have with the late Rev. John 

Kiughnn, whom he was certain they 
must always regret most sincerely. 
(Hear, heat.) 1 le ascertained t hat 

Mr. Tillinghast had introduced into 

the Institution a new system, which 
prevailed to a large extent in 
America and other countries — he 
referred to the vocal system. The 

principal showed him some striking 
examples of the system, which 
struck him as being of a most ex- 
traordinary character. He under- 
stood that very Important results 
were anticipated from its in- 
troduction here. Regarding the 
report, they would notice that it 

was written in a vary hopeful spirit, 

and, as he had said, his examination 
of t he school convinced him that the 
author of the report was justified in 
using the language which he had 
done Reference was made to the 
attempt lo Introduce industrial 

training a branch of knowledge 
which must be or the greatest pos- 
sible value to those who had to go 
out into the world lo make them- 
selves useful, and it was especially 
important that the young girls 

should be taught sewing and knit- 
ting, lie had seen examples of the 
latter during his inspect ion of th'> 

school, an«l he recognissd that the 
Instruction they resolved in tins re- 
spect was of the most valuable char- 
acter. (Hear, hear.) In moving 
I hat the report be adopted, ho would 

just add this remark, that the insti- 
tution had his entire sympathy. 

( Applause. 1 

Rev. Wm. Dowse, in seconding 

the motion, said that this society 
appealed lo everyone of them not 
merely from a humanitarian point 
of view, but also as Christian men 
and women, and it was evident 
from the report (hey had heard 
read thai a useful and successful 
work waa being carried on in the 
institution. One of the lUOSt satis- 
factory statements in that docu- 
ment was that which informed them 
thai during the past year no eligible 
Candidate had been refused admis- 
sion, and ii was a grand thing to be 
called to support a society with 

show oil such satistacion manage- 
ment as was indicated by that 
announcement! 

The report went on to say that 

the governors believed there must 

be a considerable number of un- 
educated deaf and dumb children 
belonging to classes in the province 
of Ulster to whom the institution 
would afford incalculable benefits, 
and he (Mr. Dowse) found, on re- 
ference to some statistics, that there 
were l.SKi deaf and dumb people 
in the province. Those figures 
were for some years ago, but pos- 
sibly the number might be \ 
much the same now, and it that 
wore so it justified the statement 
made in the report. Some &47 of 
that 1,887 were Koman Catholics, 
and those figures showed that there 

were numbers not deriving the ad- 
vantages offered by that excellent 
Institution, He thought it would 

be a most desirable tbjnif that every 

child eligible for admission should 
l hold of and brought within 

the sphere of usefulness of the in- 
stitution, lot it appeared to him a 
terrible calamity that deaf and 

dumb children should bo allowed 



to grow up uneducated when they 
had such an institution open to 
them. It was gratifying to see that 
the balance sheet was so satisfactory 
showing that t!o> institution was so 
economically managed, and it testi- 
mony to the popularity of the in- 
stitution in the province that such 
a large amount of support oame 
from the countiy districts. 

On behalf of the governors, ho 
took t hat opportunity of thanking 
the secretaries and treasurers of 
(hose auxiliaries, to whose efforts 
the success of the institution was in 

a great measure due, its tin support 

it received from the city of Belfast 
was not in proportion to its extent 
and wealth. The object of its work 
was to enable those who camo under 
Its care to become independent and 
respectable mcmhci s of society, and 
In- hoped it would long continue its 
care* 1 * of usefulness, and year by 
year attract more sympathy and 
support from the public. 

The report was adopted. 

The Moderator of the General 
Assembly then moved — "That this 

meeting hereby expresses its grati- 
tude to Almighty God for the mea- 
sure of success which has attended 

the operations of this institution 
hit hero, anil de.siresto take the pre- 
sent opportunity of impressing up- 
on the friends of Hie cause the duty 
of bringing under the notice of the 
governors the cases of uneducated 
deaf, dumb, and blind children in 
the province of Ulster with a view 
to secure to these afflicted ones the 
benefits which this institution is 
capable of affording. " He thought 

thej could say the institution was 
never in a more flourishing state, 
and they were happy to think that 
so many children had left its walls 
well educated and well fitted to till 
their positions in life. The gov- 
ernors had recently gone to much 
expense in improving the institu- 
tion, and they were now satisfied 
the buildings wore well suited for 
the work of the institutions, and 

that they had all the appearances 

necessary for Carrying on its work 
successfully. Their new principal 
promised to lift it up into thi' front 
rank of such institutions in this 
country ami across the ocean. 

As already mentioned, they had 
a great desire that all the Protes- 
tant deaf, dumb, and blind chil- 
dren in Ulster should secure the 
advantages institution offered, and 
ho hoped, through the medium of 
the Press anil through the efforts 
of their frieuds, they would bo able 
to accomplish this. But if they 
increased the number of their 
pupils they would require increased 
support, and they depended upon 
the efforts of the sympathisers with 
the «uj'k throughout the country to 
assist them in this respect. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Rev. Canon Crosier, In seconding, 

said he had been alwavs struck by 
the excellent example the institu- 
tion set other institutions in the 
way it conducted its deputation 
work and the success of its efforts 
in raising small suhsorpt ions for its 
support. It was very gratifying to 
notice that IV".' out of the 148 aux- 
iliaries had been visited during the 
summer and autumn by deputa- 
tions that they must attribute 
much of the successful position of 
the Institution. 

Well, he diil not think many of 

them, with their experience of what 

the State did in connection with 
the workhouses, were very enthusi- 
astic in regard to further Stale in- 
terferences. What they wanted 
was not the help of any special 
body, but greater efforts on the part 
mpathising friends to relievo 
the misery of hose helpless members 
of the community. 

Mr. Robert Thompson then 
moved the election of the governors, 
Canon Crozior being elected to till 
the place of Lord O'Neill Ho said, 
as a member of the outside public, 
he had all irded the institu- 

tion as an exemplary and model 
one in the way in which it was 
managed, and be had always been 
impressed by the noble work it was 
doing (Hear, hear.) 

Major, in seconding, 
said that the Institution inculcated 
in its pupils a spirit of indepen- 
dence, which was useful to them 
throughout their whole life. 
(Hear, hear.) 

The resolution was passed.

Of all the reigning families in 

Europe there is none that is so well 
equipped for the duties of royalty 
as that of Greece. Menially, as 
well as physically, the sons of King 
George arc superior lo the scions of 
every other dynasty in the Old 
World; and while the sovereign 
himself is reported, after more than 
thirty years' (enure of the throne, 
to be Buffering from kidney trou- 
bles, yet the latter Interfere so little 
with his administration of the 
affairs of his kingdom that it may 
bo questioned whether the ailment 
is not imaginary, and devised for 
the purpose ol affording to His 
Majesty an opportunity, as well as 
an excuse, for spending a lew gay 
weeks every year at Aix-los-Bains 
and at Paris. 

Prince George, the sailor son of 

the King, who is in command of the 
11 clonic squadron in Cretoan waters, 
is Anak of Old World royalty, 
surpassing in stature, weight and 
muscle, every other prince of 
blood in Europe. He is devoted to 
athletic sports and "was one of 
the principal organizers of the 
revival of the Olympic games at 
Athens. When he was in Japan 
with his cousin, the present 
Czar of Russia, he undoubtedly 
saved the lattor's life by felling to 
the ground with a blow of his stick 
the fanatic who, having already 

struck once at Nicholas of Russia 

with his heavy, keen-edged sword, 
was in the act of delivering a 
second stroke 

Prince George's stick is a fa- 
miliar object to the members of the 
courts of Athens. St. Petersburg 
and Copenhagen. It is of gigantic 
size and weight, was cut especially 
by the Prince in the woods around 
Poros, the naval arsenal of Greece, 
and resembles those pieces of tim 
bar which cane and un.brella deal- 
ers display in front of their stores 
or in shop windows for the purposes 

of advertisements This stick was 

the despair formerly of George's 
family and attendants, who re- 
peatedly urged him to abandon it 
for a less conspicuous and less 
Goliath-like cane. This, however, 
the Prince refused to do, and oven 
in the act of bidding adieu to his 
father before his departure for the 
far Bast with his cousin, ho re- 
solutely declined to leave it behind, 
declaring that it was his "ma- 
On the occasion id' his visit to St. 
Petersburg after his return from 
the Orient by way of the I'ujtod 
States, the late Czar managed to 
have it abstracted from the effects 
of his young relative, but subse- 
quently Sen1 it after him lo Athens. 

magnificently mounted In gold and 1 
precious stones, and adorned with- 
a jewelled inscription consisting of 
the words; "To Prince George, 
for valor." It would be Interesting 
to ascertain whether the Prince has 
this "maseot" with him on his pres- 
ent expedition, for it is difficult to 
imagine any Russian Admiral, 

captain, or even sailor raising a tin 
ger against its owner. 

Prince George has four brothers, 
of whom two are more boys, while 
the other two Constantino and 
NtOholaS are grown up. Nicholas 
is a stalwart voting artillerp offioei, 
not such a Hercules as his sailor 
brother, but si ill above the average 
height and weight. He is popular 
in French military circles and is 
much liked in England, whore he 
has spent a groat deal of time with 
has uncle and aunt, the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, who are warm- 
ly attached to him. He is at the 
present moment on the Turkish 
frontier of his father's kingdom, 
ready to defend it against any in- 
vasion by the troops of the Sultan. 

It may be added that Prince 
George has many another act of 
gallantry to his credit besides the 

preservation of the life of his 

Russian cousin. Two years ago, 
when during the course of a 
terrible hurricane raging in the 
Bay Of PireUS, the waves caused a 
boat of capsize in which a sailor 
was attempting to reach his ship. 
Prince George sprang into the 
angry sea without a moment's 
hesitation, seized the Bailor, and 

after considerable difficulty sue* 



him, and to fasten one of them 
around the body of the entireh ex- 
hausted man. 

Constantino is the oldest of the 
brothers, and has already achieved 
considerable distinction and fame 
for his decision of character and 
for the masterly way in which he 
has dealt with difficulties of one 
kind and another that have crop- 
ped up during the annual absences 
of his father, when ho is invariably 
intrusted with the regency. Mar 

ried to a sister of the German 

Emperor, with whom, however, he 
has not been on speaking terms for 

three years— in tact, ever since his 

wife abandoned the Lutheran 
Church to join the (beck national 
faith— he is probably the most 
popular member of his father's 
subjects. He seems to have his 
linger on the public pulse, 
appreciate the drift of public 
opinion, and to understand the 
signs of the times. On several 
occasions, when the Government of 
the day has attempted to enforce 
unpopular measures acting as the 
champion of the people, and, brush- 
ing aside all obstacles raised by 
the Ministers for the sake of the 
selfish advantage of their party, as 
unpopular and impolitic, has inter- 
fered and made himself the 
defender of the interests of the 
nation at large. It was thus that 
he brought about the fall of the 
Tricoupis Cabinet two years ago, 
on which accasion there was a 
great outcry made by the friends 
of the fallen Premier to the affect 
that Constantino had violated the 
restrictions environing his office at 
the Crown Prince; but subsequent 
events, and in particular the 
general election that followed 
shortly afterward, furnished con- 
vincing proof that even if he had 
exceeded the limit proscribed by 
eonsitution etiquette ho had at any 
rate known how to gauge national 
feeling and to aci, not only in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the 
peo| lo, but also tot their welfare. 

The Greeks arc a warlike people, 
with their heads full of dreams of 
I ho revival of all the former 
grandeur and glory of the ancient 
Hellenic Empire. Those are 
shared by the Crown Prince, who 
is a soldier to the core and extreme- 
ly ambitions. Moivver. he is a 
linn believer in the truth of the old 

national prophecy to the affect that 

under th > ie!gii at Athens of a 
Constantino and ot a Sophia, the 
stem Empire shall be called into 
lite again ami the cross restored to 
the dome of St. Sophia at Constanti- 
nople in place of the crescent, by 
which that venerable fane is now 
surmounted The Grown Prince's 
name is Constantino, while his 
consort's name is Sophia. By mar- 
riage ho has become a grandson of 
Queen Victoria and a brother-in- 
law of the Emperor of Germany, 
while not only is his mother one of 
the most patriotic daughters of the 
reigning house of Russia, but ho 
himself is (through his father, a 
brother of the widowed Czarina 
first cousin and intimate friend of 
young Czar Nicholas. It is not, 
therefore, so very improbable that 
when the time comes for the Turk 
to io bundled bag and baggage out 
of Europe, the Powers should pitch 
upon Constantino of Greece as the 
most suitable person in every re- 
pect to succeed the Sultan in Con 
stantinople, which international 
jealousies would prevent any one 
of the groat Powers from reigning 
in its ids.

which she created, and which she 
manages in person. Shesupervil 
everything, and each contribution 
to the funds of the institution, no 
matter how Insignificant, 

through her hands before reaching 
the treasury, while, no matter h- 
busy, she makes a point of writing 
in her own hand an acknowic. 
meal for each donation received. It 
is needless to add that she visits 
the sick especially those who, being 
of foregin birth, feel themselv
